HOTEL BLAZE 


Scranton, Pa., Jan. 2*» 
—A 22- 
year- old clvambermaid who ran an • 
elevator 
while flames licked 
all 
about her and smoke choked the air, 
helped save nearly IOO persons from 
possible death yesterday as fire de­ 
stroyed the Earle hotel. 
Betty Barbour w as call “hero- j 
me of the fire” by Hotel Manager 
Richard Charette. She rescued sev­ 
eral cripples from the blaze in which 
many persons escaped by crawling 
down fire ladders and at least two 
jumped from windows. None was 
killed. Ten persons were reported in­ 
jured, among them Miss Barbour 
herself. She fell on icy pavement 
after leaving the hotel, and suffered 
cuts on her hands. 
Police Ordered Her Out 
A lucky break gave scores of 
guests a fighting chance to get out I 
of the hotel. Two policemen in a 
radio car had stopped nearby for 
breakfast when Charette ran from 
the hotel at 4:20 a rn., shouting) 
•fire.” 
The patrolmen—Willard Bcnyon ■ 
and David Biggs— rushed into the 
blazing hotel, flashing lights, pound- | 
ing on doors and howling to awaken 
the guests. 
Aroused by Charette, the pretty, 
sandy-haired Miss Barbour put on 
a suit and bedroom slippers and 
dashed along the corridors of the I 
other sleepers. Then she began a 
number of elevator trip,, which end­ 
ed only when police ordered her 
from the building. 
Started In Basement 
Charette said between 95 and 97 
persons were registered at the hotel. 
He said tile fire started in a 


ground 
iloor 
restaurant, 
burned 
through into guest room sections di­ 
rectly above. Spectators said the 
flames quickly spread to the top 
floor and through the roof. 
Among those hurl were five fire­ 
men. helping in the rescue work, and 
two guests who Jumped from fourth 
floor windows to the roof of an ad­ 
joining building.

Light La a limiting factor affecting 
the growth of plants indoors; but 
recent experiments have .shown how 
j artificial light can be used alone or 
to supplement 
whatever sunlight 
may be available. 
Tulips 
were 
flowered 
in 
dark 
1 rooms, lighted solely by incande.s- 
i cent lamps giving 50 foot candles of 
light for 12 hours each day. Experi­ 
ments conducted in Canada and 
Holland gave approximately similar 
results. Tile foliage of the tulips was 
a health green and the flowers of 
I normal color. 
For the amateur, wh: has a pho- 
{ tographlc light meter, it will be easy 
to test the light from his best win* 
j dow, and to determine the supple­ 
mentary light which he should sup­ 
ply artificially, to insure vigorous 
I growth. 
To measure the light that falls on 
the spot where you plan to set a 
seed-box, or plant, lay down two 
sheets of white letter paper, one on 
top of the other. Hold a Weston 
master light meter six inches above 
the paper, being careful not to cast 
a shadow. Multiply the meter read­ 
ing by four and you will have ap­ 
proximately the fcot-candles of light 
available to your plants. 


If the daylight provides le^s than 
50 foot-candles for 12 hours a day, 
then arrange an ordinary electric 
light to make up the deficit Re­ 
member not to place the lamp so 
near the box or plant as to raise 
the temperature unduly. Flourescent 
light of equivalent brightness may 
be used. To produce vigorous plants 
the light must reach an intensity of 
50-foot candles, and lower Inten­ 
sity even applied for longer intervals 
will probably weaken the growth. 
Sunny south windows will usually 
provide adequate light for Indoor 
seed boxes, but since it comes from 
one direction it usually causes the 
seedling plants to incline toward 
the light. A large white cardboard 
placed behind the seed-box to reflect 
tile sun-light will prevent this bend­ 
ing, and make it unnecessary to turn 
the box around every day, in ordei 
to make the plants grew straight. 
When seeds are started in the 
home, as soon as the sprouts em erge 
from the soil, the seed box should 
be placed where they will get ade­ 
quate light. 
Even a day’s delay may result in 
the plants growing tail and “splnd-~ 
iy," bending toward what ever light 
may reach them, .seeking for more.

WE NEED MORE RESEARCH 
One of the major blessings of farm 
' life flows from the abundance of 
I fresh, better-quality food products 
for IM)me corLsuir.ption Although the 
farmer somewhat nonchalantly real- 
i lzes this vital fact, the idea seem- 
i ingJy has not permeated the minds 
or the programs of state and federal 
i officials who direct our important 
p la n t and crop research activities 
In other words, crop improvement 
work is directed almost solely toward 
the commercial growers’ interests. 
The man who grows fruits and vege- 
t tables for family use at home must 
i accept the crumbs that fall acci- 
I dentally from the commercial indus- 
■ try ’s table. 
I t is not inconceivable that more 
of th e n atio n ’s youth would remain 
on the land and the continued mass 
h egira of tire cream of rural young 
people tow ard u rb an life would slow 
dow n if as m uch atten tio n were ex­ 
pended by sta te an d federal govern­ 
m en ts on making farm self-susten­ 
ance as attractiv e as they are en­ 
deavoring to render Its commercial 
effo rts more profitable. 
W hat are some examples of crops 
w'hich could be better adapted for 
hom e use on farm s? 
Figs in stan tly come to m ind. H ere 
is one of our m ost tasty and n u tri­ 
tionally beneficial fruits. So far as 
facts 
indicate ,no 
attem p ts h av e 
been m ade to acclim ate fig trees for 
m ore n o rth e rn growing. 
T h e native persim m on is second 
only to dates in protein value. Tilt* 
O riental persim m on has been grown 
iii th e U nited S ta te s on a sm all 
scble for m any years. Yet, because 
governm ental research has lagged 
sadly in developing public in terest 
I in expanded use of persim m ons, con- 
, sum ption h a s rem ained on a m eager 
; luxury basis.

I sect-resLlance can be bred into 
many crop plants. Yet experimental 
endeavors have directed little of this 
I search toward improving the lot of 
the home gardener and fruit grower. 
Tile man who owns a few trees, for 
example, for family use cannot a f­ 
ford to own the elaborate spraying 
equipment needed to protect lus 
trees on the scale the commercial 
orchardist employs. Immunity is his 
hope. What is being done by state 
i and federal research agencies to 
help this man? Are we spending 
enough on developing immune fruits 
instead of on fungicides and insect- 
i icides which he cannot use?
